SUFFRAGISTS WON'T AID HER 


Advanced Women of St. Leuis Whose 
Cause She Espoused Close Their 
Ears to Her Appeal. 


A dispatch received from Los Angeles, 
Cal,, Friday morning, states that Miss 
Phéebe Cousins, at one time United States 
Marshal for the St. Louis district, and a 
reported legatee of the late Senator Fair, 
the California Croesus, is sick and in need. 

She is suffering from a severe attack of 
rheumatism, and she has applied to the 
Suffrage Association of California for money 
to take her to a more congenial climate. 
She wrote to Mrs. Sargent, a prominent 
suffragist of San Francisco, and Miss Susan 
B. Anthony, leader ot the Woman's Rights 


Mrs. Sargent paid no attention to the let- 
ter and Miss Anthony answered that the 


suffragists needed all the money they had 
for their campaign in California. This re- 
ply touched Miss Cousins to the quick and 
she spoke pathetically of her loyalty to 
Miss Anthony when the latter was an object 
of endless attack. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter called on several 
St. Louis Suffragists to learn whether they 
as individuals or through their organiza- 
tion were disposed to be good Samaritans 
to the woman who once was the most bril- 
liant star in the constellation of woman’s 
rights advocates.

do what it can to assist one who has been 
so active in the cause.” 

Another lady, who wouldn’t be quoted by 
name, smiled when she was told what Mrs. 
Whitney had said, and then said: 

‘Mrs. Whitney is comparatively new in 
the work in St. Louis, and has never been 
called on to assist Miss Cousins. It is dif- 
ferent with the older suffragists.’’ 

Miss Cousins’ devotion to her mother, her 
sisterly care of her brother and her skill 
as an executive were uy admitted as pal- 
liatives for her alleged shortcomings. 

Mrs. Minor Meriwether, when asked 
whether the St. Louis suffragists would or 
should do anything for Miss Cousins, an- 
swered that she was only slightly acquaint- 
ed with Miss Cousins, and was entirely out 
of the r movement in St. Louis, 
and hence did not feel competent to ex- 
press an opinion. At the same time she 
expressed great sympathy for the sufferer. 

n many ways iss Phoebe Cousins was 
the most notable man that St. Louis 
ever claimed as a dent. She was edt- 
cated, talented and of forceful character. 
When der father, the United States Mar- 
shal, died, she, who had been his chief 
deputy, completed his term. She was the 
only femafe Marshal that has ever been in 
Uncle Sam’s service and she was a signal 
success. She delighted to tell of the tact 
she showed in arresting an official of a de- 
funct bank. She feared that he would com- 
mit suicide if he knew that he was to be 

ken into custody, and yet she had to go to 
his home about midnight tö get him. 

She concluded that he would suspect 
nothing if he saw only a woman at his 
door, so Miss Cousins put her male deputies 
in ambush while she herself peed the bell 
and a few minutes later served the warrant. 

Her fight with Mrs. Potter Palmer during 
the World's Fair was one of the funny feat- 
ures of the Exposition. Miss Cousins left 
no stone unturned to dethrone Mrs. Palmer, 
but the other ladies thought that the Mis- 
souril representative wished to run the 
whole Fair, and they made.war against her. 

Miss Cousins was last heard of in the 
romantic role already mentioned. In the 
war of contending interests for the weaith 
of e ator Fair of California she made 
a claim for a share under a certain will, 
and told of his promise of marriage, which 
death prevented him from carrying out.

St. Louis Hada Big Hailstorm All to 
Itself. 


The local weather bureau has no previous 
record of any hail storm such as the one 
that paid its respects to St. Louis Thursday 
evening. 

It was purely a St. L~ 
was confined strictly wit Ni the city limits. 
It began at 6:05 o’clock and continued seven 
minutes. Some of the hail stones were as 
large as hen ogee. and in falling they did 
great damage. Great chunks of ice, some of 
them as large as the nickle’s worth one gets 
from his dealer, covered the streets. 

In the Western part of the city the storm 
was most severe, and the damage the great- 
est. Many green-houses suffered and many 
fine plants and shrubs were ruined. Fruit 
trees suffered greatly, the fast falling hail 
Mterally stripping the trees in some sections. 
Many windows in residences were broken 
and the force of the stones even broke the 
outside shutters in some places. 

Dr. H. C. Frankenfleld of the Weather 
Bureau says he has no record of such a 
storm. 

“It came from the South,“ said the doc- 
tor, “and the clouds were not more than 
1,000 feet high. There were three strata of 
air—a cold stratum in between two warm 
ones. The warm strata were filled with 
moisture and when they came in contact 
with the cold air the hall was formed. 
“This was shown by the character of the 
stones. The larger ones were two inches in 
diameter and some were even larger. These 
were irregular or fluted in form. This was 
formed by several stones freezing together 
as they fell. They started from the upper 
warm stratum and passing through the cold 
323 froze hard. These stones were clear

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THE RIVBR STILL RISING. 


Some Experts Think It Will Reach the 
Danger Mark. 


The Mississippi Rive? is still rising. 

The center of the river is filled with drift 
and the current is swift and turbulent. 

Residents of the territory subject to over- 
flow view the continued rise with appre- 
hension, despite the assurances of the Uni- 
ted States Weather Bureau and old-timers 
to the effect that the rise will cease before 
it reaches the danger mark. 

Friday morning the gauge showed 2% 
feet, a rise of one foot in 24 hours. 

The masters of some of the big steamers 
that ply the waters above the Merchants’ 
bridge are watching the river a little closer 
ust now than most others. With a rise of 

more feet their smoke-stacks will strike 
the bridge and — angen will be suspended 
till the waters recede. 

A number of old river pilots who have 
watched the various rises for years, said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that the river 
could not rise above the 30-foot mark un- 
der existing conditions. They say the 
water now filling the river comes mainly 
from the small tributary streams in Mis- 
sourl. Neither the Upper Missouri nor the 
Mississippi is rising, and even if they should 
start the present rise will be out of the way 
before a fresh supply could reach St. 
Louis. 

Assistant Harbor Commissioner R. J. 
Whitledge says the water will reach the 
danger mark. Thursday night the river 
rose a little more rapidly than he antici- 
pated, but even with this he does not think 
the water will get over the levee. It takes 
a great volume of water now to make an 
inch rise in the Mississippi at its present 
stage, and as the bulk of the surplus water 
now comes from the Gasconade and Osage 
Rivers, both of which are narrow, Capt. 
Whitledge does not think they can contrib- 
ute enough to create any . inconvenience 
here. The low lands east of Kansas City 
in Missouri and the low lands in Illinois will 
be overflowed, but not to such an extent

FINE LAW POINT, 


Old Decision on Sidewalks May Cause 
the City Trouble. 


The city is threatened, through the Street 
Commissioner’s office, with a very interest- 
ing law suit, that will involve many in- 
tracacies for a nice legal decision. 

The case arises out of the construction 


of a fine, new store house that Nathan D. 
Thompson and Andrew R. Fleming are 
erecting on the southwest corner of Second 
and Olive streets, and the complainants 
are C. F. Wetzel & Co., who occupy the 
adjoining butiding. 

Friday Mr. Wetzel called on Commis- 
sioner Milner and demanded of him that 
he have the building of Thompson & Flem- 
ing torn down so far as it has gone, which 
is three stories. 

The reason assigned by Wetzel is that 
the new building extends six feet beyond 
the street line. And herei lie the points 
of the law suit. 

Mr. Wetzel does not claim that the build- 
ing as it now stands intrenches upon the 
street line as originally marked by the city, 
but that it is a matter of proof that the 
former building occupying that space stood 
back twelve feet from the original city line. 

He bases his claim on a decision of the 
Supreme Court of many years ago, in which 
it was laid down that where 9942 
fronted on a street and was not built up to 
the street line, but left an intervening space, 
which should in time be paved and used as 
a part of the sidewalk for a term of ten 
years, the sald strip of ground becomes the 
sidewalk property of the city and is to be 
used ever thereafter as such. 

This was the status of the former build- 
ing at Second and Olive, and in the erection 
of the new building Messrs. Thompson and 
Fleming, overlooking the Supreme Court de. 
cision, have used ell their ground and 
brought their new structure up to the orig- 
inal. street line. 

Wetzel & Co. claim that the erection of 
the new building obscures their light and 
ventilation, and that it should be moved 
back to where the former house stood. 

The new house of Thompson & Fleming 
fronts 37 feet, and the ordinance provides 
that all streets 38 feet wide—the width of 
the street at Second and Olive—shall have 
a sidewalk of 6 feet 6 inches in width. 
That is the width there will be with the 
new house as it now stands, but the old 
house allowed a sidewalk of 12 feet—6 feet 
of private property—which it is now claimed 
become by limitation vested in the city.

WHISTLED AS HE 
+ MADE THE NOOSE. 


“Hide Charley” Robitsch Cheer- 
ful When He Hanged Himself. 


HIS SON FOUND THE BODY. 


— 


Finaacial Reverses and the Misdeeds of 
a Son Caused the Old Man 
to Commit Suicide, 


Charles Robitsch, one of the best-known 
residents of Luxembourg, committed sui- 
cide by hanging himself in a barn at the 
rear of his residence Thursday morning, 
as told exclusively in the 6 o’clock Post- 
Dispatch. The body was found by his 17 
year-old son, Will Robitsch, about noon. 
Will Robitsch was fishing in the River 
Des Peres, which flows within a stone’s 
throw of the Robitsch residence. At 11:30 
o’clock he quit and went home He then 
repaired to the barn to feed his pet pig- 
eons. 

As he entered the barn door a horrible 
sight met his gaze. Suspended from one 
of the rafters, with a clothes-line around 
the neck, was his father’s body. The 
frightened lad ran and spoke to his father 
and asked what he was doing. 

The boy could not comprehend the situa- 
tion at first, and it was only when he saw 
the purple face and felt the cold flesh that 
he realized that his father was dead. 

He ran out on the street and, seeing Her- 
man Fendler, told him his father had 
hang himsclf. 

Fendler accompanied the boy to the barn 
and the y was cut down, 

The roof is not more than eight feet high 
and the rope was se long that Robitsch’s 
knees were almost touching the ground. 
His neck was not broken nor were there 
any abrasions of the skin. The old man had 
tied the rope to the rafter, made the noose 
and while standing on the ground slipped 
his head in it. Then he clasped the rope 
with hie hands above his head. He drew 
himself up a few inches, drew up his feet, 
let go with his hands and 82 The 
fall was not s lent to break his neck, 
but the rope tightened and he slowly stran- 
gled to death, 

Had he desired to live, even after the fall, 
he could easily have done eo, for all he 
needed to have done was to straighten 
out his knees and throw the weight from 
his neck to his feet. 


Robitsch was seen frequently by his 

neighbors Thursday morning. He did not 

conduct himself in an unusual manner, and 

that he contemplated ending his life never

Darly in the morning he seemed to be 
in @ more cheerful mood than usual. He 
was not a habitue of the saloon, but in 
the morning he went into the barroom and 
played several games of solo with the 
proprietor. 

He left the saloon and went to his home. 
His eldest daughter was sick, and he took 
up a newspaper, sat down in front of an 
open window aloud to her for a

Fendler then 
saw him get up and go out in the yard 
and take down a portion of the clothes 
line. He watched him and wondered what 
the old man was going to do. 

Robitsch cut off a portion of the rope and 


in his accustomed manner, and was 
whistling as he went into the barn with 
the rope. 


Robitsch was one Of the best known char- 
acters in Luxembourg. He was 
known to almost every resident of that 
portion of St. Louis County as Hide

That was 
two years ago. “Hide Charley” took hi 
son’s disgrace so keenly to heart that he 
retired from business altogether. Although 
he tried to be cheerful and act the same 
his intimate friends could see that he had 
lost to a large extent the cheerfulness for 
which he was formerly noted. 

In the last few months he sustained some 
— financial reverses. Men who owed him 
arge sums of money failed, and he saw ais 
savings of years melt rapidly away. 
Added to his financial troubles the con- 
tinued bad conduct of his son, Johm weighed 
heavily on him, and he grew more despon- 
dent. 
Only a few weeks ago John Robitsch was 
arrested at Hillsboro, Mo., on a charge of 
burglary and safe blowing, and his trial 
was set for Thursday, the day on which his 
father committed suicide. 
The residents of Luxembourg all have a 
kind word for “Hide Charley“ 
They attribute his rash act to the financial 
reverses which came on him, and the 
troubles which his son, John, capsed him. 
Robitsch was 59 years old. He was a fine- 
looking man, nearly six feet tall, and 
weighed 200 pounds. He leaves a wife and 
seven children—five sons and two daughters 
—Oscar, Fred, John, William and Albert, 
and Holdie and Alma. g 
Chris Noerper, Justice of the Peace, sum- 
moned a jury ursday afternoon and con- 
ducted an inquest over the body. A ver- 
dict of suicide was returned. 


APPLES AND POLITICS. 


Mr. Bell of Boonville Discusses Both 
With Equal Aptness. 


Mr. Chas. C. Bell, a banker and fruit man 
of Boonville, is at the Southern. Mr. Bell 
has always taken a lively interest in poll- 
tics and was one of the committee who no- 
tified Gen. Harrison of his nomination by 
the Republican Convention in 1892. 

In regard to the fruit prospects Mr. Ben 
had this to say to a Post-Dispatch repre- 
sentative: 

„As President of the National Apple Shfp- 
pers’ Association I have secured informa- 
tion from a large extent of territory. I 
learn that the blossoms on the apple trees 
are as good as they have been for several 
years. Of course the long spell of dry weath- 
er, followed by so much rain, hail and oc- 
casional frost, has cut down the blossoms 
some, but then the outlook now Is very fav- 
orable for a big crop. 

The critical time, from now until the mid- 
dle of July, is yet to come, and will tell the 
tale, as we have the coddling moths, insects 
and variable weather, which may play 
havoc. with the ultimate crop. 

The rts from Arkansas, Texas, Kan- 
sas and issouri are away above the aver- 
age, I am glad to say; in fact it couldn't be 
better. 

“There is an unusually good prospect for 
a heavy peach crop in this State and all 
over the South. Strawberries will be very 
fair, but nothing big; the acreage, how- 
ever, is so large that there will be plenty.“ 
In politics Mr. Bell is a Republican, in- 
clining toward McKinley, but he is begin- 
ning to get suspicious about the Canton 
Major’s financial views. 

Now, I'm a gold man,“ he said, “and 
my position in reference to McKinley can 
be best described by repeating the words of 
Mr. Biebinger of the Fourth National Bank, 
with which my bank, the Farmers’ Nation- 
al, does its St. Louis business. 

‘I was talking to him on the money 
question and the Ohioan’s candidacy when 
Mr. Biebinger said: ‘Maj. McKinley must 
very shortly declare himself we 
in favor of the gold standard and opposed 
to free coinage or I shall be against him, 
and so will many more of my class.’ That 
covers my views in the case, and if Maj. 
McKinley so declares himself I think the 
coming convention will be merely a big rati- 
fication. 

“If he doesn't do so, however, there will be 
a big fight, and he may be left altogether. 
It will be well, at any rate, to keep your 
eye on Allison, as he may be the coming 
man.“

Do you consider the loss of the First and

“Of course I do not, for the reason that 
the men elected the caucuses of those 
districts e a perfect willingness 
to abide by the instructions of the conven- 
tion and gubscribe to the unit rule. Then, 
too, in the First District, while the two 
delegates elected are avowed gold sband- 
ard men, they are wholly without exper'- 
ence in politics, and could do no mischief 
even if they were so inclined.” 

“Can the Democrats win the electoral 
vote of Iowa on a 16 to 1 platform?“ 

“TI feel almost certain that they can. 
There are many *housand 16 to 1 Republi- 
cans in this State who will desert their 
party if it declares for the single gold 
standard and come over to us if we will 
but take advantage of our opportunity 
at Chicago and declare for the restoration 
of silver. The Republicans of lowa have 
shown meir independence more than oace, 
and they are again in that mood this

Do you believe the 16 to 1 
trol the Chicago convention?’ 

It is a little early to speak of that yet, 
but the outlook is favorable. The loss of 
Michigan was a rather withering blast to 
our hopes, but the wonderful recuperative 
power of the silver forces is now being dis- 
. all down the line. I suspect that we 

ave regained in Iowa every inch of ground 
lost in Michigan, so that with this offset 
we can renew the fight on equal terms. I 
consider Kentucky the vital strategic point 
in the campaign from this time on for 
several reasons. Aside from the fact that 
Mr. Carlisle has his home there, we must 
guard Kentucky closely so as to prevent 
a break in thé South. My advices are that 
the silver men have the numerical strength 
to win the battle in Kentucky, but that the 

old men have the advantage of controll- 
ng the organization. In that respect the 
situation there is an exact counterpart of 
that in Iowa, and since we won in this 
State I don’t see why we can’t win in 
Kentucky unless it be that the excess of 
revenue agents in that State over this will 
prove disastrous to silver. If we carry 
Kentucky I am assured of an unbroken 
free silver delegation from the South and 
this will enable us to concentrate our en- 
ergies at Chicago, since we will not need to 
divide them in holding the line steady.“ 

“Do you believe the West generally will 
be represented by 16 to 1 delegations at 
Chicago?’’ 

That's the way it looks now, though one 
or two of the unimportant States may 
break away from us. But I believe the re- 
sult in Iowa is going to have a splendid 
effect in the Western States, particularly 
th orthwestern tier. Already telegrams 
of The most encouraging character are pour- 
ing in from Minnesota, which has been 
looked to by the Administration for sup- 
port. Minnesota usually follows Iowa’s lead 
and if that State does not send a solid free 
silver delegation to Chicago I will be very 
much disappointed.“
